Grayling Community Alternative 
Education is an evening program for stu- 
dents who are 16 -19 years old, and who 
have fallen short of success in the tradi- 
tional school setting. Two options are 
offered in this program: credit to be 
earned toward a regular high school 
diploma, and preparation for the GED 
exams. Students in this program must be 
self-motivated and able to function inde- 
pendently. 

A contract is established between the 
instructors and the student which states 
what will be expected in order to attain 
credit. Most of the contract items are 
based upon research, reading and com- 
puter-based learning. The instructors act 
as guides and assistants to students as 
they pursue their individual goals. 

Curriculum, though approached in a dif- 
ferent manner than in most traditional 
classrooms, is tied directly to the high 
school graduation requirements. 

Students are required to be employed 
and also perform community service 
hours as part of the curriculum. This class 
will meet at Grayling Elementary.

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Diehard Libertarian running for third time 


John W. Loosemore, the 38-year 


old Houghton County Libertarian 
who _ previously — challenged 
Democrat Bart Stupak for his Ist 
District Congressional seat in 1998 
and 2000, is ready to once again 
climb into the campaign saddle, 
despite garnering only about |-per- 


cent of the vole in each of his earli- 


er allempts. 

While Loosemore admits to being 
disappointed by the election results 
in previous years, he said they did 
not surprise him. 

“No, especially the 2000. clec- 
tion,” he said. “That was perceived 
by the public to be a close race 
between Yob and Stupak. Voters 
thought they had better pick one 
side or the other, and T got caught in 
the pinch.” 

The idealistic enthusiasm of 
Loosemore’s 1998 campaign long 
ago gave way to a more realistic 
assessment of what a_ third-party 
candidate can and cannot accom- 
plish, and thoughts of winning clec- 
tions have been largely displaced by 
a hard-bitten determination to use 
the election process to advance his 
cause in other ways. 

His strategy now is to use his 
access to public forums and tele- 
vised debates as a “free speech 
megaphone” to bring Libertarian 
ideas of limited government, free- 
market capitalism, and individuat 
liberty to the public. And, although 
he regards Congressman Stupak as

virtually unbeatable, Loosemore 
thinks his own consistent presence 
on the campaign trail will tend to 
make Stupak think twice before vot- 
ing for legislation that infringes on 
individual rights. . 

“Pn obviously not a huge threat,” 
Loosemore said, “but it’s got to 
make him just a tiny bit nervous 
wondering how he's going to 
explain away my criticism on cer- 
lain issues next time around.” 

On the issues, it's sometimes hard 
to. classify Loosemore’s views 
according to the conventional tiber- 
al left/conservalive right spectrum. 
On one hand, he seems to be com- 


ing from the far right with his pro- 
life position on abortion, his distrust 
of the United Nations, and ai uppo- 
sition to gun control legislation that 
puts even the National Rifle 
Association to shame. 

But on the other hand, his stance 
against the death penalty, his criti- 
cism of federal drug war policies, 
and his belief in absolute separation 
of church and state would do any 
left-winger proud, The common 
thread, he said, is an unwavering 
belief in individual rights and indi- 
vidual responsibility. 

“Most politicians,” he said, “seem 
to be cither half pro-gun rights and 
half drag war Nazi, or clse half free 
speech and half big-brother social- 
ist. They are the ones who are 
inconsistent, not me. [ know many 
of my views are not. particularly 
popular right now, but they are con- 
sistent with one another, I think it’s 
that consistency, along with my 
compulsive — truth-telling, that’s 
going to win people’s respect in the 
long run.” 

The Libertarian Party, founded in 
1971, is the nation’s third largest 
political party. 

Because the Libertarian Party is 
considered a minor party under 
Michigan taw, Libertarian candi- 
dates are selected by caucus at the 
party's state convention and go 
directly to the November ballot 
without having appeared in the 
August 6 primary.

He was also instrumental in creat- 
ing the Crawford County’s 9-1] 
Central Dispatch system. 

The Beaver Creek Fire 
Department evolved into a 20-vol- 
unteer department, with Holtcamp 
serving as its Chief. Now, there are 
full and part time paid personnel 
covering the hours of 9 am. to LO 
p.m. everyday except on weekends. 
Holtcamp said the department is 
fully staffed during the time when 
nearly 80% of calls come in. 

Another wood industry company, 
Georgia Pacific, worked with 
Holtcamp to review and update fire 
prevention plans, especially with the 
use of highly flammable materials 
used in) that) company’s and 
Weyerhacuser’s manufacturing. A 
Hazardous Materials Team 
(HazMat) was in place by the time 
the Georgia Pacific plant was built 
in the carly [980s. “One big advan- 
lage to creating the team,” 
Holtcamp said, “was for the protec- 
tion of the community as well as the 
plant. A bonus was the team would 
be able to handle accidents involv- 
ing tankers carrying propane or liq- 
uid gases on nearby 1-75.” 

The department offers many ser- 
vices to the citizens of Beaver Creck 
and Crawford County — besides 
answering fire calls. One program 
Holtcamp is proud of is the Home 
Safety Audit program. As a fire pre- 
vention specialist, Holtcamp visits 
resitences by appointinent and eval- 
uates the home for fire safety. The 
department also offers fire extin- 
guisher reconditioning at its cost. 

Holtcamp said every good fire 
department lives and dies by its 
{raining. His is the only department 


in northern Michigan trained in such 
training as confined space and 
trench rescue. “It takes an enor- 
mous amount of training hours to 
maintain certification at these lev- 
cls. We have to constantly stay on 
top of MIOSHIA safety standards.” 

Beaver Creek was also the first in 
northern Michigan to employ a 
medical first responder unit and the 
department was used as a model for 
other departments, 

A little more than a year ago, 
Mobile Medical Response (MMR) 
of Saginaw offered to station one of 
its ambulances at the Beaver Creck 
Fire Department to cut. response 
times in the southern end of the 
county. In exchange, MMR paid to 
construct an addition to the fire 
house, creating a sleeping room and 
break area used by both emergency 
medical and fire personnel, as well 
as a bay for its rig. 

Most important to the success and 
growth of the department, Holtcamp 
said, is the dedication and hard work 
of all of his fire fighters. The origi- 
nal crew included Andie Neilson, 
Bruce Jones, Henry Labiak, Ken 
Ruby, Gary Parkinson, Don James, 
Ross Argue, Rick Brush, Kevon 
Miller, Jim Miller, Herman Miller, 
Ralph Mier, Allen Bannon, Mike 
Beck, Joc Foreman, Mel Laitinen, 
Robert Millikin, Tom Rocho, Gale 
Robinson, Harold Helsel, Jr, Roger 
Weatherly and Lee Riley.

The 
Administration bill) was. silent on 
this point. | believed we should not 
duplicate an existing capability; we 
should strengthen it. We can do that 
by making it clear who is responsi- 
ble for analyzing foreign intelli- 
gence, not by diluting or diffusing 
that responsibility. 

My amendment explicitly stated 
that “the Counter-Terrorist Center 
shall have primary responsibility for 
ihe analysis of foreign intelligence 
relating (o international terrorism.” 
It further states that the Department 
of Homeland Securily shall com- 
bine information it receives from 


other agencies of the federal gov- 


ernment, state and local agencies, 


and private sector entifies “with 
analytical products, assessments 


and warnings” from the CTC. The

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Then, my amendment places the 
responsibility - and accountability - 
on the Department of Homeland 
Security for synthesizing all of the 
intelligence it receives from the 
CTC and all domestic sources. 

Another issue we need to resolve 
is how much flexibility to grant the 
Administration regarding personnel 
in the new department. The 
President is threatening to veto any 
homeland security bill if it does not 
contain certain dramatic changes to 
the civil service system. I believe it 
would be a mistake to veto the bill 
over this issue. The Senate 
Governmental Affairs Committee 
bill already provides substantial 
personnel reforms on a government- 
wide basis. The Committee worked 
out these reforms on a bipartisan 
basis. 

Creating a new department 
should not be an opportunity to dis- 
mantle our civil service laws. Many 
of the heroic first responders we 
saw in action at the World Trade 
Center and the Pentagon were civil 
service employees. Surely no one 
would argue that their civil service 
protections somehow — hindered 
them. 

The new Department of 
Homeland Security will better 
enable us to fight the scourge of al 
Qaeda and other terrorist groups, 
foreign and domestic. With a reor- 
ganization of this magnitude, 
Congress needs to act carefully and 
deliberately to ensure that we do the 
Job right.

limits have been reduced from a 
minimum of five years to a mini- 
mum of one year after the last prac- 
tice has been installed. The maxi- 
mum contract length remains at 10 


years. 
“We are exciled about the

resource and environmental pro- 
tection,” states Alan Herceg, 
Assistant State Conservationist for 
Programs, for the Michigan NRCS.

ORDINANCE # 21 DEFERRED 
COMPENSATION PLAN 


SECTION | 
Pursuant to the authority granted by law, the Township of Beaver Creek 
hereby establishes a Deferred Compensation Plan under Section 457 
of the Internal Revenue Code of 1954, as amended, whereby an officer 
or employee of the Township may be eligible to defer that individual's 
compensation or a portion thereof for the purpose of providing for the 
payment of said compensation in a different manner and at a different 
time thereby more effectively providing for said officer's or employee's 
retirement or death, and to defer Federal and State income tax liability 
on said deferred compensation to the time of receipt of said officer or 
employee or said individual's beneficiary. 
SECTION || 
ELIGIBLE INDIVIDUALS 
All Township officers and employees who perform services for the 
Township for 25 hours per week or more on a regular basis shall be 
eligible to participate in the Deferred Compensation Plan established 
pursuant to this ordinance and may elect to participate in the plan by 
entering into a written deferred compensation agreement in such form 
as the Township Board shail establish. 
SECTION Ill 
IMPLEMENTATION, ADMINISTRATION 
AND INTERPRETATION OF THE PLAN 
in order to implement the Deferred Compensation Plan, the Township 
Board may enter into a contract(s) with an insurance company 
authorized to do business with the State of Michigan to provide for the 
administration of the Deferred Compensation Pian. The Township 
Board shall have full power and authority to adopt rules and regulation 
for the administration of the Deferred Compensation Plan and may, in 
its discretion, adopt the said rules and regulations. However, to the 
extent that any rules and regulations adopted, interrupted, alerted, 
amended, or revoked by the Township Board shall be inconsistent with 
the provisions of this Ordinance, the provisions of this Ordinance shall 
supercede said rule and regulations. 
SECTION IV 
TAX RAMIFICATIONS 
The Deferred Compensation Plan and agreement provided for by this 
Ordinance are intended to comply with Section 457 of the Internal 
Revenue Code of 1954, as amended, pertaining to Deferred 
Compensation Plans of State and local governments. Any provisions 
contained in this Ordinance which causes deferred compensation to be 
taxed prior to receipt thereof shall be deemed to be null and void. 
However, no guarantee is given to any office or employee of Beaver 
Creek Township or to beneficiaries of such individuals, as to the taxable 
Status of any amounts of compensation deferred under the Deferred 
Compensation Plan established pursuant to this Ordinance and Beaver 
Creek Township assumes no responsibility to any officer or employee 
of the Township or to any beneficiary of such individual. in the event of 
any adverse tax determination. Any provision of the Deferred 
Compensation Plan, or agreements made hereunder, or any Township 
rules or regulations adopted pursuant to this Ordinance which are con- 
trary to the Internal Revenue Code of 195, as amended, or regulations 
adopted hereunder, shall be deemed to be superceded by such Internal

SECTION Vv 
SEVERABILITY 
“This Ordinance and the various parts, sections, subsections, provi- 
stons, sentences and clauses are severable. If any party of this 
Ordinance is found to be unconstitutional or invalid, it is declared that 
the remainder of this Ordinance shall not be affected thereby. 
SECTION VI

_ Any Ordinance or parts of Ordinances inconsistent herewith shall be 
deemed to by repealed by this Ordinance and Shall be: of no further
